HEN AND MEASURES. 


It isn't what you can do, but what you 


DO, which gets you a promotion or a raise 
in salary." If you were looking for a posi- 
tion, would you expect your prospective 
employer to.give you what 3-0x1 were able 
to earn before showing him that ability? 
If you were an employer, would you pay a 
man for what he knew if he did not apply 
that knowledge? Would you pay him what 
he COULD earn if he DIDN'T'work? 


The same thing holds true of measures, 


governmental and political. Some "bills of- 
fer remedies for current ills of the body 
politic, but do not cure a single one. Laws 
are passed which would, if enforced, be of 
great benefit—and then they are not en- 
forced. Reform measures are devised and 
put into practice, only to be ignored by the 
public and allowed to fall into disuse. 


It has been suggested in some quarters 


that the opponents of municipal ownership 
do not trust the public and that they insin- 
uate the people haven't enough brains to 
run a public utility. Such is not :the case. 
The trouble is that the public wouldn't be 
bothered by it. 


Everybody's business is nobody's busi- 


ness. That's why public ownership will not 
work on a technical proposition. The Amer- 
ican public is well able to handle any kind 
of a proposition, but often hasn't the time 
to monkey with anything of that nature. 
The measure COULD be made to work, but 
it WOULDN'T be made to work, for the 
reason that responsibility is not realized in 
public life and the property handled by the 
officials is not their own.
